1. ORGANIZATION AND SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

a) ORGANIZATION

Olympus Securities, LLC (the "Company") is a broker-dealer registered with the

Securities and Exchange Commission ("SEC") and is a member of the Financial Industry

Regulatory Authority ("FINRA"). There were no subordinated liabilities for the year

ended December 31, 2015. The Company has offices in New Jersey and New York.

b) CLEARING AGREEMENT

The Company, under Rule 156-3(k)(2)(ii), is exempt from reserve and possession or

control requirements of Rule 156-3 of the Securities and Exchange Commission. The

Company does not carry or clear customer accounts. Accordingly, all customer
transactions are executed and cleared on behalf of the Company by its clearing broker on
a fully disclosed basis. The Company's agreements with its clearing brokers provide that
as a clearing broker, that firm will make and keep such records of the transactions
effected and cleared in the customer accounts as are customarily made and kept by a
clearing broker pursuant to the requirements of Rules 17a-3 and 17a-4 of the Securities
and Exchange Act of 1934, as amended (the "ACT"). It also performs all services
customarily incident thereon, including the preparation and distribution of customer's
confirmation and statements and maintenance of margin requirements under the ACT and
the rules of the Self Regulatory OrganizafK ns of which the Company is a member.

c) BASIS OF PRESENTATION

The financial statements of the Company have been prepared on the accrual basis of
accounting in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United
States of America.

d) USE OF ESTIMATES

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles
generally accepted in the United States of America requires management to make
estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and
disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the dates of the financial and the reported
amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could differ
from those estimates.

e) CASH AND CASH EQUIVALENTS

The Company maintains cash in bank accounts which at times, may exceed federal
insured limits where no insurance is provided. The company has not experienced any
losses in such accounts and does not believe it is exposed to any significant credit risk on
cash and cash equivalents.

f) PROPERTY AND EQUIPMENT, NET

Property and equipment are recorded at cost. Depreciation and amortization are computed
on the straight-line method over the estimated useful lives of the related assets ranging
from three to seven years.

g) INCOME TAXES

The Company is organized as a single member limited liability company and is
recognized as a sole practitioner for income tax purposes, and accordingly no provision
has been made for federal and state income taxes. The Company is subject to New York
City unincorporated business taxes.

The Company recognized the effect of tax positions only when they are more likely than
not to be sustained under audit by tax authorities. At December 31, 2015 the Company
did not have any unrecognized tax benefits or liabilities. The Company operates in the
United States and in state and local jurisdictions, and for the period three years remain
subject to examination by the authority there are presently no ongoing income tax

examinations.

h) SECURITIES VALUATION AND REVENUE RECOGNITION

The company records proprietary transactions, commission revenue, corporate finance
fees and related expenses on a trade-date basis. Interest and dividend income are
recognized in the period earned, as is corporate finance fees.

All securities owned are recorded at their estimated fair value as discussed in note
number 5.

i) SUBSEQUENT EVENTS

The Company has evaluated and noted no events or transactions that have occurred after
December 31, 2015 that would require recognition or disclosure in the financial
statements.

2. NET CAPITAL AND MINIMUM CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net Capital
Rule (Rule 156-1), which requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that
the ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined shall not exceed 15 to 1
(and that equity capital may not be withdrawn or cash dividends paid if the resulting net
capital ratio would exceed 10 to 1). At December 31, 2014 the Company had net capital of
$140,367. which was $40,367 in excess of its required $100,000 net capital requirement. As
of December 31, 2015 the Company had a percentage of aggregate indebtedness to net
capital, ratio of 224.88%.

5. FAIR VALUE MEASUREMENT

FASB ASC 820 defines fair value, establishes a framework for measuring fair value, and
establishes a fair value hierarchy which prioritizes the inputs to valuation techniques. Fair
value is the price that would be received to sell an asset or paid to transfer a liability in an
orderly transaction between market participants at the measurement date. A fair value
measurement assumes that the transaction to sell the asset or transfer the liability occurs in
the principal market for the asset or liability or, in the absence of a principal market, the most
advantageous market. Valuation techniques that are consistent with the market, income or
cost approach, as specified be FASB ASC 820, are used to measure fair value.

The fair value hierarchy prioritizes the inputs to valuation techniques used to measure fair
value into three broad levels:

Level 1 — Inputs are quoted prices (unadjusted) in active markets for identical assets or
liabilities that the Company has the ability to access.

Level 2 — Inputs are inputs (other than quoted prices included within level 1) that are
observable for the asset or liability, either directly or indirectly.

Level 3 — Are unobservable. inputs for the asset or liability and rely on management's
own assumptions about the assumptions that market participants would use in pricing the
asset or liability. (The unobservable inputs should be developed based on the best
information available in the circumstances and may include the Company's own data.)

A description of the valuation techniques applied to the Company's major categories of
assets and liabilities measured at fair value on a recurring basis follows.

Equity securities: Securities traded on a registered U.S. securities exchange are valued based
on the last sale price of the security reported on the principle exchange on which it is traded,
prior to the time when the Company's assets are valued. In the absence of a sale, the security
is valued at the last sale price on the prior trading day, if it is within the spread of the current
day's closing "bid" and the "asked" prices, and if not, at the current day's closing bid price.
To the extent these securities are actively traded, and valuation adjustments are not applied,

In the normal course of business, the Company's activities, through its clearing broker,
involves the execution, settlement and financing of various customer securities transactions.
These activities may expose the Company to off-balance sheet risk. In the event a customer
fails to satisfy its obligations, the Company may be required to purchase or sell financial
instruments at prevailing market prices in order to fulfill the customer's obligations.

In the Company's trading activities, the Company has purchased and sold securities for its
own account and may incur losses if the market values of the securities change subsequent to
year-end.

In addition, the Company bears the risk of financial failure by its clearing broker. If the
clearing broker should cease doing business, the Company's receivables from this clearing
broker could be subject to forfeiture.
